ORDERED that Respondents' Motions to Dismiss [Dkt. # 11 and 22] are 
GRANTED; and it is 

FURTHER ORDERED that Petitioner's Motions to Stay and Hold Proceedings in 
Abeyance, or Alternatively to Transfer to Court of Appeals [Dkt. #15 and 24] are DENIED; and

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FURTHER ORDERED that all other pending motions are DENIED as moot; and

FURTHER ORDERED that this case is DISMISSED for lack of subject matter 
jurisdiction; accordingly, this case is closed.
